3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1- 50 Is allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The present invention is directed to a computer-readable medium having stored 
thereon computer-executable instructions, which, when executed on one or more 
processors of a digital transmitter device, direct the digital transmitter device to perform 
steps of a method at the digital transmitter device, wherein the steps comprise: 

"substituting the text input for the predetermined indicia in the document such 
that both the text input and the text adjacent to the predetermined indicia have 
substantially the same font; and outputting a rendering of the document". The closest 
prior art, Stevens et al., (US. 2004/0032624 A1) discloses a digital transmitter device 
having one or more processors to execute a network browser application to access an 
e-mail account of an e-mail server and retrieve data stored in connection with the e-mail 
account. Apparatus associated with the digital transmitter device scans and sends an 
image to a network device with the retrieved data. Cooper et al., (US. 5,448,375) 
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discloses a method and system for labeling a document for storage, manipulation, and 
retrieval. Iggulden et al., (US.4,91 8,723) discloses keyboard to facsimile machine 
transmission system, as commonly included in each of the independent claims 1, 22, 
36, 42 and 49. The above reference either singularly or in combination, fails to 
anticipate or render the above limitations obvious. 
Claims 1-50 are allowed.
